Grain that you can let stand until it is thoroughly 
ripe so it can be safely combined. Clintons should 
be allowed to get fully ripe before combining. 
Such oats are of finer quality, higher feeding 
value and keep much better in storage. 


Clintons mature a little earlier and have 
shorter straw than Benton or Bonda and a little 
later and longer straw than Mindo and Cherokee. 
In sowing Clinton or any oat you cannot get 
maximum results by using field run grain for 
seed. The extra cost of good seed is well worth 
the price.

There isn’t enough seed available of hardy Alfalfas, Sweet Clovers 
and Hubam, Brome Grass and Timothy to supply our nermal demand or econ- 
sumption in the United States. We are well supplied to take care of early 
orders. To take care of the shortage of northern Alfalfa we are handling 
Arizona, Texas and New Mexico origins at very attractive prices and such 
seed has proven satisfactory in the southeastern states and the southern part 
of the Corn-Belt. It should-be hardier than Argentine seed which has been 
used even further north with satisfactory results. On Timothy we are well 
supplied with Clover mixtures which is better than seeding straight anyhow. 
On Brome we have good supplies including Mountain, which we suggest using 
in mixtures or straight seedings in shorter 2-3 year rotations.

This means that it is a good corn to select for 
southeastern Nebraska, and practically all the 
southern half of Iowa. Draw a line from about 
central Iowa across through the southern por- 
tion of Pennsylvania on to the Atlantic coast, 
and from there on south, it isa great variety. 

There is in our opinion only one other Hybrid that can equal or 
surpass this wonderful corn. That is our 813 described on page 4. 
In years of high temperature at pollinating time the 813 has a little 
longer pollinating period. Aside from that, 800 will perform fully 
equal to it and under some conditions even beat it. 3erry’s 800 is 
slightly earlier than U. §S. 13. The depth and the width of the kernel 
and the softness of the grain are about equal. You may be familiar 
with U. S. 13 because it is one of the best of the older hybrids. In 
fact a good many seed houses sell U. S. 13 under various names and 
sell it as the best corn they have to offer. Berry’s 800 has out- 
yielded this variety by six to ten bushel to the acre. 

This 800 Hybrid has fewer dropped ears than varieties like U. S. 
13. In a two year test it showed only .2 of 1% of dropped ears. 
It also has stronger stalks. We have yet to learn of a farmer who 
has grown our 800 and did not consider it su- 
perior in every way.

A Taller Strain of Clinton 


This has the same D69 x Bond parentage as Clinton, It re- 
sembles it very closely in many ways. It differs in growing a 
taller straw. It will probably average about 6 inches longer. This 
is a decided advantage on soils where straw growth is apt to be 
short. Some tests show it of the same maturity as Clinton. On 
others it runs a day or two later. In the official 1948 Iowa yield 
test report Bentons made up to 115.4 bu., per acre. The test 
weight per bushel averaged higher than any other variety ex- 
cepting the Bonda. Length of straw averaged around 42 inches. 
In the two year average, 1947-48 it was surpassed in yield only 
by Clinton although in some tests Bentons were superior in yield, 
as well as test weight.

This is a grass that is very widely adapated. It is a crop that can 
be used both for hay and for pasture purposes. It yields around two 
tons of hay per acre on the average land. The grass grows to a 
height of 15 to 20 inches, depending a good deal upon the conditions. 
It is a very valuable grass to use in pastures, because it comes on 
early in the spring and keeps on the job until late in the fall. The 
value of the grass is greater early and later, rather than in midsum- 
mer, It is a fine grass, however, in the territory to which it is adapted. 

English Blue grass will grow well from Kansas and Nebraska 
east to the Atlantic coast. It has been grown from Canada to the 
Gulf.

There are different strains of Brome Grass. 
Southern Brome are Lincoln, Fisher and Achenbach. It is difficult to 
distinguish between them so we group them under the term, New 
Strain. These grow somewhat taller than Northern Brome and may 
yield more, especially if sown alone and well fertilized.

This past year however, had very unfavorable conditions for seed 
production in the southern area.

Phosphate and those 
elements can be readily supplied. On sand or very heavy clay we do not recommend it. The 
clover is shallow rooted and often does well on land underlaid with hardpan, It 1s impossible 
to tell you in this limited space all the wonderful features of Ladino.

A little goes a long way. There are over two million seeds in a pound. You can top seed 
on thin pasture in February or early March without covering. New seeding should be made 
on a firm well packed seed bed.

time or after. Prepare a good seed bed 
like that for Corn. Drill in close rows or broadcast. 
Cover the seed about an inch deep. Sow 20 to 25 lbs. per 
acre. Begin pasturing it when it is about 8 inches high. It 
can be pastured until frost. Many consider it best not to 
pasture Sudan after frost as there is some danger of prussic 
acid developing while it is in a dying condition. Any growth 
there may be at that time can be used for hay and silage to 
be fed later. Generally cut for hay when in bloom, but can 
be cut earlier or later.
